Dallas Chief 
Tells Inquiry 
Of Security 

Dallas police chief Jess E. 
Curry testified in minute 
detail, yesterday about his 
force's role in security 
around the fatal visit of 
President John F. Kennedy to 
Dallas last November. 

Curry at noon had been 
testifyirtg nearly 3 hours be- 
fore t h e presidential fact 
finding commission probing 
the tkssassination off Mr. 
Kennedy. 

Senv John Sherman Cooper 
(R-Ky.), a Commission mem- 
ber, said Curry was being 
questioned about "the whole 
aspect of the affair, including 
arrangements on security for 
the visit." 

Other Dallas officers were 
heard later. 

Sweden Bars 
Chocolate Sale

MOELNDAL, Sweden, April 
22 — Swedish health authori- 
ties todi^i' sealed off a factory 
warehouse containing three 
tons of chocolate because the 
company did not have per- 
mission to use laxatives as 
an ingredient. 

About 55 pounds of choco- 
late have been confiscated 
from the open market, offi- 
cials said here tonight. 

The factory owner explained 
he had permission to produce 
both chocolate and laxatives 
from the Board of Health, and 
thought this covered laxative- 
chocolate which, he said, he 
had manufactured since 1958.
